Evi- 
dently the fleet gelding is again in his best form, 
and is winning races with his old dash and speed 
in tlie land of his birth. New Zealand. 

Gloaming is again on iiis way to the Australian 
continent to measure himself a second time witli 
the best of the horses of the Victoria and New 
South Wales districts, smcc. as Poitrel, Cetigne and 
Kennequhuir, in weight-for age races and handicaps. 
Gloaming tiled in a race at Ramlwick last yaar and 
was sent home, supposedly at the end of his career. 
He lias, however, won twelve times in succession 
since Poitrel downed him in the Australian Jockey 
Club Spring Stakes, and is now added to the Aus- 
trulian and New Zealand list of winners of $100,000 
and over. 

Two months ago at the Trentham, Wellington, 
N. Z., course, in the half-mile weight-for-age Kel- 
burn Plate, Gloaming won from a fast band, in- 
cluding Rational, a crack two-year-old by Absurd, in 
45 seconds, a new Australian record. 

Gloaming has always racial as a gelding. He 
started first as a three-year-old. Knee trouble held 
him in the stable as a two-year-ohl. He is uov 
five, and lias raced three seasons. The Australian 
year ends with June, so that lie is well along in 
1921. Gloaming is by The Welkin— Light, and 
well named. In his career the gelding lias run 
thirty-two races, won twenty-eight of them, been 
second in three more, and was hut once unplaced, 
when he fell in the North Island Stakes on the 
1 rt*nthani, Wellington, N. Z., course, upon which 
lie made Ills last and fastest record.

IMPROVEMENT AT LOUISVILLE TWENTY-ONE YOUNG HORSES 

Weather Moderates and Training Resumed— Make Up Commander Ross’ Canadian Stable, 
Offer for Jockey Wida’s Contract. Now at Woodbine in Charge of F. Scheike. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky., March 30. — Weather condi- 
tions here showed vast improvement today with a 
moderate temperature prevailing and both the 
Douglas Park and Churchill Downs race tracks were 
in good condition. The two courses were thronged 
with horses for several hours, the trainers making 
up for the time they lost because of the rain, snow 
and cold weather. 

At the Downs the horses were sent along at fast 
gallops, the best moves being by Marjorie Hynes, 
which ran three-quarters of a mile in 1:14%. and 
C. C. Van Meter’s Kentucky Derby eligibles Coyne 
and Brother Batch, which went seven -eighths in 
1:30. Tlie Derby colts ran fast the first part of 
it. going the quarter in 24%, half mile in 49 and 
three-quarter* in 1:16. Trainer Van Meter switched 
riders this morning, jockey Mack Garner piloting 
Coyne for tlie first time in his trial. Brother 
Batch’s throat has been under suspicion for several 
days, as he breathed a hit hard at times after a 
work-out, but he showed no signs of it •this morn- 
ing. 

Over at Douglas Park trainer Alex Gordon gave 
Muskallonge. *‘Bnd” Fisher’s Derby candidate, an 
easy mile, 1:48%. He was never extended. Red 
Legs went a mile in 1:49 at the same course. Other

IMPROVEMENT AT LOUISVILLE 



Weather Moderates and Training Resumed— 
Offer for Jockey Wida’s Contract. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky., March 30. — Weather condi- 
tions here showed vast improvement today with a 
moderate temiieratnre prevailing and both the 
Douglas Park and Churchill Downs race tracks were 
in good condition. The two courses were thronged 
with horses for several hours, the trainers making 
up for the time they lost because of the rain, snow 
and cold weather. 

At the Downs the horses were sent along at fast 
gallops, the best moves being by Marjorie Hynes, 
which ran three-quarters of a mile in 1:14%, and 
C. C. Van Meter’s Kentucky Derby eligibles Coyne 
and Brother Batch, which went seven -eighths in 
1:30. Tlie Derby colts ran fast the first part of 
it. going the quarter in 24%, half mile in 49 and 
three-quarters in 1:16. Trainer Van Meter switched 
riders this morning, jockey Mack Garner piloting 
Coyne for tlie first time in his trial. Brother 
Batch’s throat has been under suspicion for several 
days, as lie breathed a bit hard at times after a 
work-out, but he showed no signs of it .this morn- 
ing. 

Over at Douglas Park trainer Alex Gordon gave 
Mnskallonge, “Bud” Fisher’s Derby candidate, an 
easy mile, 1:48%. He was never extended. Red 
Legs went a mile in 1:49 at the same course. Other 
Derby eligibles worked as follows: Sir Thomas 

Kean, three-quarters in 1:21%; Guv’nor, half mile, 
in 53; Fantoclie. three-quarters in 1:20%; Gang- 
way. mile in 1:52%, and Botheration, three-eighths 
in 40%.

Flags was on liis customary bad behavior this 
morning at Douglas Park and an attempt to make 
him take exercise resulted in bis again throwing bis 
rider. It took several of tlie Lloyd Gentry stable 
attendants to corral him, lint they prevented liim 
from running away. 

General manager Matt J. Winn today announced 
that the first race at Lexington would begin each 
day at 2 p. m.

However, she closed tip fast 
through the final eighth and was a close contender 
at the end. 

The opening race of the afternoon, for two-year- 
olds, foil to the Nevada-bred filly Tabloid. Pay- 
ing better than 9 to 1 she surprised all by wearing 
the pacemaker. Captain Greet, down to win draw- 
ing clear. It was third. 

Jockey Marinelli signalized his return to the 
saddle after a brief absence, owing to illness, by 
piloting Review a winner from a big band of sprint- 
ers in tiie second race. The littie Italian saddle 
artist saved his mount until in the stretch, where 
he sent him into the lead to win by an open length 
from Cohalt and Little Orphan. 

July Fly and Lady Harrigan left the barrier in 
the third race, at three-quarters, as one horse and 
continued in that close order until rounding the 
last turn, where they became exhausted. It was 
then that Miss Herrmann was brought up on the 
outside with a well-timed rush and passing the 
judges site showed her head in front of Mannikin 
II., with the weakly ridden Lady Harrigan in third 
place. 

The bush king. Celebrate, continued in winning 
form and won another set of brackets when he led 
Stanley II. and George James home in the fourth 
race. 

Judge David, which met with considerable 
bad luck in his previous race, found a clear course 
and, paying almost 15 to 1, triumphed ovpr Woodie 
Montgomery and Peerless One in the mile and a 
sixteenth race. It was not a true run race, as 
Verdi Loon and Walk Up were away poorly, while 
Sweep Apple met with sharp interference on the 
backstretch.

There are two great horse camera masters in 
England, W. A. Kotich and Clarence Hurley. 

If I were at liberty to gratify one of my wishes, 
I would 1m* the possessor of a complete set of the 
Roueli photos, which to me are the finest in exist- 
ence. Extended ex|>orienee and uncqtiaied oppor- 
tunities. collided with equal ability, have combined 
to product' in Rmicli what we might almost term 
the ideal equine photographer. He is an adept at 
not only posing a horse, blit in judging those sn- 
tricky factors, light and time, with such skill 
that the results he obtains often appear to me 
little short of miraculous. But in comparing his 
work with that of C. C. Cook, or other American 
photographers, it. must, always be remembered that 
lie has a distinct atmospheric advantage over them. 

Contrary to the usual idea, the liest photographs 
of horses are not made ill the glaring sunlight, but 
under conditions of softer, more diffused light, re- 
sembling that which a portrait photographer obtains 
by means of screens, curtain, etc., in his studio. 
Thus intensely deep, black shadows are avoided, the 
“values” photographically are, if less striking, 
more natural, and in particular the various planes 
and surfaces in the conformation and contour of 
the animal more truly rendered. In England the 
rays of the sun are less brilliant, as a general rule, 
than here, the light more diffused; hence the more 
exquisite effects there so often obtained. 

Recently in the New York edition of Daily 
Racing Form there was reproduced an old-time 
photograph, taken half a century ago, of the 
mighty Iaingfellow. with Bobby Swim up and 
old John Harper, frail and tottering, standing at 
liis idol’s head. It was from a photo by Pitch, 
and depicts the son of Leamington and Nantnra 
as he appeared in the days of his rivalry with 
Harry Bassett. I have one dating nearly fifteen 
years later, which represents the stud Sultan, as lie 
appeared after years of service, the fruits of 
which were ir. any sons and daughters of high rac- 
ing prowess. The differences between the two 

photos are striking. 

Another photo in m.v collection, taken at the 
same time and in the same spot — -at Frank Har- 
per’s Nantttra Stud — shows Ten Broeck at a similar 
period in his career and shortly before his untimely 
taking off. Longfellow is the more massive of 
the two. Ten Broeck the more racing-like — even in 
stud conditio", liis outline is inevitably suggestive 
of speed. These portraits were made by Mullen 
of Lexington, in former years by far t lie best 
horse photographer of that era. and later I have 
Fellowcraft. Glenelg. Himyar. Lisbon. King Ban, 
Falsetto, Harry O’Fallon, King Alfonso and Prince 
Charlie; while, lastly, there is a very beautiful one 
of Hanover, who in type, as lie was in greatness, 
looks every inch the horse he was. 

Of all these celebrated sires it is Himyar whose 
blond has bred on most successfully and is today 
the most potent. Curiously enough, he looks the 
least “thoroughbred” of the whole lot, being in 
appearance more of the trotting Ilian the thorough- 
bred type. His body is long, his legs comparatively 
short, the hind leg having a decided angle at the 
hock, while his front ankles show plainly the ef- 
fects of his campaigns. His head is not particu- 
larly refined: his throat-latch not so clean as it 
might be. There is a rather cut-under and tied-in 
effect in the foreleg just below the knee. The 
.-.rifle and seond thigh are of such sha|>e as almost 
to suggest “bench -legged ness” behind. In other 
words, Himyar is the opposite of the modern racing 
type in several conspicuous respects. A contempo- 
rary deseprition of Himyar states his defect of con- 
formation to be "rather short back ribs, which 
make his flank look light.” And this the portrait 
discloses. 

From the standpoint of conformation Himyar 
would today be voted distinctly below par. Yet lie 
was the speed marvel of liis era, the fastest miW-r 
ever seen in America up to that time, and able also 
to win at two miles in 3:35 — then a brilliant per- 
formance. The only native hi- -oil Himyar carried 
was that derived through liis dam Hira, by Lexing- 
ton — Hegira, by Ambassador; next dam Flight, by 
Leviathan. All three of these mares were famous 
race mares la-fore being put to the stud, and many 
“no figure” crosses are shown in their ancestries. 
Himyar was far front la-ing the best-bred American 
stallion of liis day, on a “piir-sang” basis. He was 
far from being the best shaped. Nor did lie, for 
years, have the best stud opportunities. Yet his 
blood lias carried on amazingly. His son Domino 
and grandson Commando, had they lived out the 
suans ordinal ily alioted their genius, would iu all 
probability today occupy places unrivaled among 
latter day American progenitors — they do. in a 
way, as it is. Who can answer these enigmas of 
breeding, which upset all formulas and play havoc 
with theories and precepts, save only that one 
which bids us “breed to the winner”? 

Returning, in closing, to the photographic theme, 
since liis arrival in Kentucky to enter the stud, 
some interesting and successful photos have Ix-cti 
made of Man o’ War by McClure of Lexington and 
others. They reveal him, like Himyar, to be by 
no means “the glass of fashion and the mold of 
form.” But lie is the first and only horse pro- 
duced in America which has licpii able to surpass 
Hitnyar’s son Domino as a money- winner — and this 
he does only by virtue of liis semi-circus perform- 
ance at Windsor, the like of which never figured in 
Domino’s career.

Talented Australian Jockey Has Worked in 
Many Lands with Success. 



The Australian rider. B. Uarslake, who is ac- 
counted to lie the best horseman among riders in 
England, has had a varied experience. For a 
number of years after leaving Australia Uarslak • 
rode for Baron Springer, in Austria. That owner 
was one of the leading lights of the sporting 
world in that country. He bred horses on an ex - 
tensive scale, and purchased them in a most lavish 
manner, lie probably bail the In-st horses of the 
day in Vienna, and Uarlsake rode many winners 
for the Baron. Then the war broke out. Carslake 
made his way to Koumania and rode there until 
the Germans took possession of that country. He 
found his way lo Odessa. South Russia, and rode 
for Leon Mantaeheff, the oil magnate. Again 
the Germans moved Uarslake on to Moscow and 
Petrograd. 

Inside of three weeks the Kerensky revolution 
broke out in the Russian capital. Racing was 
still permitted, but only in tin- nature of trials. A 
start was made at nine in tin- morning, and Hie 
sjiort, such ns it was. ended at lunch. There was 
no ls-tting, and tin- public were not permitted to 
attend. Uarslake rode ninety-two winners there, 
but matters gradually got worse than ever, and lie 
resolved to make for England. 

It took hint eighteen days to get to Leeds. Eng- 
land via Bergen in Norway. Once there lie made 
a contract with H. H. Pet-sce, the Uieatles Hill 
trainer, for whom lie has ridden steadily until the 
present season. 

This year Uarslake is to ride for such owners 
as the Duke of Westminster, Uol. MeUalniont, and 
Clarke and Robinson. Two seasons ago he ended up 
second on the winning jockey’s list witli sixty- 
nine firsts and forty-six seconds, and twenty- 
seven thirds. Last season Uarslake pale sixty- 
seven winners iu 290 mounts and led in percentage 
of wins. He was third to 8. Donoghne and Frank 
Bullock, both of whom, however, can ride much 
lighter — the former going to scale at Its; pounds, 
and Bullock at 108 .rounds, while Uarslake finds 
it hard work to do 116 pounds.

March 12.— All Daily Rac- 
ing Form readers are familiar with the tabu- 
lated pedigree and the performances of Mr. John 
Sanford’s imported stallion Archaic. As it is not 
unlikely that the son of Polymelus is destined to 
exercise considerable influence on the American 
thoroughbred, a study of his female line may prove 
interesting. 

Lock and Key, the granddam of Archaic, was 
acquired by the father of the present Lord Derby 
in 1*9*. she was bred by the Duchess of Montrose. 
As a yearling in 1894 Look and Key was sold for 
$250. Lord Derby did not buy her until she had 
been one season at the stud and it was a private 
sale. 

Curiously, a few minutes after Lock and Key 
was offered in the sale ring as a yearling, Canter- 
bury Pilgrim came up at auction. Lord Derby 
bought her for £9.000. Two years later she wen 
the Oaks. Afterward she became tiie dam of 
Chaucer and Swynford. The latter sired Keysoe, 
winner of the St. Leger in 1910. She was from a 
daughter of la>ek and Key. Truly these two trans- 
actions laid groat influence on the British turf. 
Ten minutes after Canterbury Pilgrim had been sold 
Sir James Miller gave $20,500 for Rcquebrune, the 
dam of Rock Sand. 

It may be worth mentioning the pedigree of 
Archaic for a few generations in order to appreciate 
tile information which follows. Archaic is by 
Polymelus. Keystone II. by Persimmon, Lock and 
Key by Janissary. Seclusion by Hermit, Boundary 
by Stockwell —Bribery, by The Libel — Splitvote, by 
St. Luke, Kleetress by Election from a mare by 
Stamford. He is a member of Bruce Lowe’s Num- 
ber 2 family. 

Polymelus, the sire of Archaic, enjoys such a 
world-wide reputation that he needs no further de- 
scription beyond stating that lie was the champion 
stallion in (treat Britain in 1914. 1915, l»lti and 
1920. Ilis offspring from 1911 to 1920 won 239% 
races and stakes, value $4,114,800. Not a few or 
his most famous sons and daughters have been 
from mures by Persimmon— the cross which pro- 
duced Archaic. 

Keystone II., dam of Archaic, was a hich-da-s 
mare and won $04,145 in stakes. She won the 
Oaks by three lengths, twelve ran; Coronation 
Stakes, Ascot; three-year-old Prednce Stakes a* 
Sundown Park with 133 pounds by one and-ltalf 
lengths; Liverpool St. Leger, one and one-half 
miles, by eight lengths, and walked over for the 
Duchy Plate at Liverpool. She also ran second, 
giving twelve pounds to Beppo, in the Jockey C!ub 
Stakes at Newmarket, one and three-quarters miles, 
lien ting Polymelus. 

ARCHAIC’S MOTHER ST. LEGER WINNER. 

At the stud Keystone II. has produced ; 

Keysoe, winner of four races and $40,43n in 
IttV.i.’ When site won the St. Jjcgcr by six lengths, 
heating Dominion and Buchan; Gratwieke Stakes, 
one and one-half miles, and Nassau Stakes, one 
and one-quarter miles, at Goodwood, and New- 
market Oaks, one and three-quarters miles. 

Archaic won Prince of Wales Stakes at Good- 
wood in 1919; won Atlantic Stakes at Liverpool in 
1920. and second to Spion Kop in tile Derby of 
1920. 

Trestle ran twice in 1919 and Avon Norlhumber- 
lund Plate at Newcastle, two miles, by one and 
one-half lengths. 

Seneschal won over one and one-half miles at 
three years and at four years won three hurdle 
races in succession, carrying 148 pounds and 119 
IMiuuds. 

Persimmon’s daughters are justly valued in Eng- 
land, for the son of St. Simon was at the head 
of the list of the sires of dams of winners in 
1914, 1915 and 1919. From 1912 to 1920 Persim- 
mon’s daughters bred the winners of 270 races and 
stakes, apart from place money, value close upon 
$3,000,000. AmoLg their produce wore Corcyra. 
Friar Marcus, Llangibby, Bercvcnfe, Keysoe. Roi- 
denr, Stefan the Great, Prue, Maiden Krlegli :wni 
Lanius. Omar Khayyam was also from a mare by 
Persimmon. 

Persimmon himself was one of the greatest race 
horses and sires of his time and was the English 
champion sire in 1902. when Sceptre was three 
years old, in 1900 and in 190S. 

Lock and Key won live-eighths two-year-old 
races at Newmarket and Brighton. Her produce 
and winners: 

Keystone II. 

Drawbridge won at two and three years old. 

Lyndon Green won at over seven-eighths mile. 

Boulter’s Lock won Alexandra Handicap, Don- 
caster, one and one-half miles, and two other races 
at four years old. 

Outside won six flat races in three seasons. Also 
won seventeen races over hurdles and one steeple- 
chase up to thirteen years old. He won the All 
England Hurdle Handicap, carrying ITS pounds. 

Janissary, the sire of lock and Key, was by 
Isonomy— Janette, a mare which won the Oaks and 
the St. Leger in 1878. Janissary sired Jeddah, a 
Derby winner, which was from Pilgrimage. The 
last named mare was offered for sale at the same 
lime as Lock and Key and Canterbury Pilgrim. 
She was "carrying” Jeddah, and realized the 
small sum of $800. Pilgrimage was then nineteen 
years old, however. 

HOW THE FEMALE LINE CARRIED ON. 

Seclusion, at two years old, won Zetland Plate 
at Leicester, Molecomh Stakes at Goodwood and 
Criterion Nursery at Newmarket. At three years 
old she won Coronation Slakes. She was also third 
in tin 1 Oaks. Seclusion was a winner of $24,280 
in slakes. Her first foal was Lock and Key, which 
was sold for $7,000 at auction to Germany in 
1894. with her foal. In Germany she bred six 
winners of twenty-five races. Her winning produce 
in Germany were Sturmglocke, Sangerin, Sagamore, 
Seestcrn, Snuster. all winners. 

Boundary, which was a sister to St. Albans and 
to Savernake. ran in a few races at two and three 
years old. but did not win. She bred five winners 
of twenty races and stakes, value $03,905. They 
were ; 

Rousseau won four races at two and three years, 
including Ebor St. Leger, one and one-half miles. 

Toscano, winner of five flat races at three years 



old. including the Chaddesden Cup and Dee Stakes. 
At five years he won the I,iver|iool hurdle race, 
two miles, and the Sundown Hurdle Race, two 
miles, with 107 pounds. 

Seclusion, winner of the Coronation Stakes. Ascot, 
and three other races, value $24,280. Also ran third 
ill the Oaks. 

Out of Bounds won the Ditch Mile Nursery. New- 
market, with 124 pounds, and Ascot Maiden Plate, 
winner; Old Nursery Handicap, one mile, New- 
market, with 124 pounds, and Ascot Maiden Plate. 
She also won the three -year-old Free Handicap at 
Newmarket, one and one -quarter miles, heating 
Rayon d'Or and Chippendale. Altogether she won 
$11,425. She was also placed third in the Cam- 
bridgeshire. for which thirty-one horses competed. 

In Bounds, which bred four winners: 

Hull Caine, won over $5,500. 

Ways and Means. 

Income, which aiso bred four winners of over 
$40,000. 

Mon Droit, winner of five races. Mon Droit was 
tiie dam of Dieudonne, the best two-year-old of his 
season, winner of $320,770. and sire of many win- 
ners in t lie Cnited States. 

Income bred Ritchie, Dividend. Cheque, Port 
Blair, winner of $23,205, and second in Irish Derby; 
Revenue, winner of $15,015, and third in the St. 
Leger. 

Another daughter of In Bound’s was Playing 
Field, the dam of winners and granddam of your 
fine race horse Major Daingerfiehl. 

Bribery won eight races. She won three times 
at two years and the following season her five 
wins included tiie Goodwood Stakes, two and one- 
half miles, and Brighton Plate, one and one- 
quarter miles. She also ran third in the Oaks. 
She produced seven winners; 

St. Albans, winner at three years in succession 
of Great Metropolitan Handicap, Epsom, two and 
■ one-quarter miles; Newmarket Stakes by four 
lengths; Chester Cup, two and one-quarter miles, 
and the St. Leger by one and one-half lengths. 
He was also second in the Doncaster Clip. St. 
Albans won $42,840 in stakes and sired many high- 
class winners, including the famous Springfield, 
winner of seventeen first -class races. 

SAVERNAKE AND OTHER ANCESTORS. 

Savernake. second to Lord Lyon in the Derby, 
beaten a head, twenty-six ran; second to Lord 
Lyon in the St. Leger, beaten a head; winner of 
Doncaster Stakes, beating Rustic. Also won Trien- 
nial Produce Stakes at Newmarket, one and one- 
quarter miles. A high-class sire on the continent. 

Compromise won at two years; at three won 
Racing Stakes at Goodwood; Berkshire Stakes, two 
miles, and second in Ascot Stakes, 2 and one-lialf 
miles. Also won over two and one-half miles and 
two miles at four years. 

Frailty won two races at three years old. 

Franchise won Nursery Stakes at Newmarket, one 
mile; at three years ran in the One Thousand 
Guineas and Derby and died before running again. 

Bridgewater won four races at five years old. 

Petition won the Beaufort Handicap at Stock- 
bridge. one and one-quarter miles, and Leamington 
Stakes at Warwick, two miles. 

Beatrice, dam of Prestonpana, won four races 
at two years and the Liverpool Cup at three years. 
Stockdove, dam of Fantail. won six races. Ring- 
dove. Cushat. Pigeon Pie and other winners in the 
Cnited States. 

Splitvote. the (lam of Bribery, also bred: 

Knight of the Shire, winner of the Cambridge- 
shire. 

Lady Mary, dam of Gang Forward, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas, Ascot Derby, St. James 
Palace Stakes and second to Doncaster in the 
Derby. 

Lady Mary also bred Wifey. the dam of Satiety, 
winner of fifteen laces, including Ferndale Stakes, 
Ascot and Liverpool Summer Cup. He sired many 
winners. 

Sliptvote was a half-sister to Miss Twickenham, 
which bred Teddington, winner of ten first-clasa 
races, including tiie Derby, for which he started 
favorite in a field of thirty-three and won by two 
lengths: Ascot Cup, two and nne-half miles, bcat- 
ing Stockwell and Kingston; Doncaster Cup. I wo 
and one-half miles, beating Kingston and New- 
nil'ister. Another half-sister to Splitvote was the 
dain of Iodine. The latter was granddam of Tliurio, 
which win the Grand l'rtx de Pails. Alexandra 
Plate. Ascot, and ten other races, and Lueetta, 
winner of the Cambridgeshire and dam of Gold, 
which won the Ascot Cup and eight other races for 
$33.99(1. 

Kleetress, the dam of Splitvote, was a daughter 
of a mare by Stamford. The latter was a half- 
sister, to Lounger, winner of the St. I.eger in 1797. 
The next dam. Miss Jmly. was a half-sister to 
Ambidexter, also winner of the St. Leger. in 1790. 
♦ 

DEVELOPMENT OF A HORSE’S TEETH 



A horse has two sets of teeth. The milk teeth 
are temporary and are the ones which the colt 
sheds, while those that come in or remain without 
being shed are called tiie permanent teeth. The 
cutting of tiie teetli in the foal varies soaie, hut 
at or within nine days after birth the foal lias four 
front teetli. two in the center above tiie two below 
and in the back part of tiie mouth he is found to 
have twelve molars, three on egch side of the 
jaw; at from seven to nine weeks he gets four 
incisors in each jaw; at nine months old he gets 
tin* last of his milk or temporary teeth, these lieing 
(In* four corner teeth, two in the upper and two in 
the lower jaw. 

Now ho has his full set of milk, or temporary 
teeth, consisting of twelve molars or grinders and 
twelve incisors or front teeth, six above and six 
below, making twenty-four teetli in all. As the 
colt, advances in age he must shed all these. After 
this age the colt commences getting his permanent 
teeth. At one year old he gets four permanent mo- 
lars. two in each jaw. one on each side behind tiie 
three temporary ones. At two years old he gets 
four more permanent molars, one on eacli side of 
each jaw. When the age of two years and nine 
months lias been reached he sheds the four front 
nippers or center teetli, two above and two below*, 
which are replaced by two permanent incisors in 
each jaw, and at the age of three years these four 
permanent incisors an* up in wear. At this age 
the first eight temporary molars are shed, two on 
each side of tiie jaw. and are replaced by eight per- 
manent molars, which arc also up. and at three 
years and nine months he hi* sheds four more front 
teetli next lo the ones shed at three years old, two 
below and two above. These are replaced by four 
more permanent incisors, or front teeth, which are 
known as the lateral incisors, which are up in wear 
at four years old. Also at this age he sheds the four 
remaining temporary molars, which are replaced 
by four more permanent molars at the back of the 
mouth. Thus, at an age of four years tiie colt lias 
a full set of permanent molars, consisting of six 
on each side of each jaw*, making twenty-four in 
all. This is the hardest year on the colt. 

At four years and nine mouths old he sheds the 
four remaining temporary incisors or front teeth, 
which are replaced by four permanent incisors. 
These are known as corner teeth, and should be up 
and in wear at five years old. It is well to become 
familiar with the time the colt sheds his different 
teeth, for sometimes the caps or shells of the teetli 
do not fall off when they should. These should be 
watched, for if they do not fall off wdien they 
should they greatly interfere with the animal’s 
feeding and should have the attention of some good 
veterinary dentist. At five years of age the canine 
or bridle teeth, four in number, make their ap- 
pearance, so at the age of five the colt has all his 
teeth, or what is known as a full mouth of teeth, 
numbering forty in all.
